General Robert R. Neyland, Athletic Director and Head Football Coach at Tennessee, is celebrating his Silver Anni- 
versary as Vol grid chief, Neyland, Dean of Southeastern Conference coaches, came to Tennessee twenty-five years ago 
as Head Football Coach, Beginning in 1926 he served as top t at the Volunteer institution through 1940 with the 
exception of one year, 1935, when he was sent to Panama for a tour of duty with the Army Corps of Engineers. After 
undefeated 738, "39, and "40 seasons, Neyland left Tennessee for five years Army duty; he returned to Tennessee in 
1946 to resume his coaching duties. 

Neyland was born in Greenville, Texas, February 17, 1892, where he attended high school, He was captain of 
three of his high school athletic teams, football, basketball, and baseball. 

After spending one year at Burleson College and one year at Texas A & M, Neyland was appointed to West Point 
іп 1912. He was an out- standing athlete at the “Point” for three years, He won his letter in football as regular end 
іп 1914 and 1915, but Neyland’s most notable athletic accomplishments were in baseball and boxing, His record at 
the academy as a baseball pitcher is still unequalled. He pitched and won 35 games, lost 5, and went 20 straight games 
before being defeated by Fordham. In 1914-15-16 he held the heavyweight boxing championship of the institutior 
General Neyland and Colonel Bill Britton, who for many years assisted Neyland at Tennessee, share the Army Athletic 
Award which is a gold saber given to the “Best Athlete in the Senior Class." This was the first and only time that two 
sabers were awarded in any one class at West Point, 

Neyland was graduated from West Point and made a Second Lieutenant in the United States Army June 4, 1916. 
Іп 1917 he went to France where he served as Captain and temporary Major at various stations іп the French proper dur- 
ing World War |, Upon returning to the U. S. in 1918, Neyland entered M. |, Т, where he later received his B. S. De- 
gree in Civil Engineering. In 1921 he returned to West Point as aide-de-camp to the Commanding General, Douglas 
MacArthur. He was assistant baseball coach at West Point from 1921 to 1924, and assisted in coaching the football 
team, 

In 1925 Neyland came to Tennessee as instructor in R.O.T.C. and also became assistant football coach. The follow. 
ing year he was elevated to the head job. 

When Neyland became head coach a new era in Tennessee football history began. In his 18 years as coach of the 
Vols, Neyland has built a record that is probably unequalled in football coaching circles. His record is 143 wins, 23 
losses, and 11 ties. Neyland was the first coach in the country to have teams invited to three major "Bowls" in three

in 1939, the Rose Bowl іп 1940, and 
the Sugar Bowl in 1941. Neyland has 
coached every All-American that has 

been selected from Tennessee. 

Neyland holds опе of the longest 
consecutive winning streaks in college 
football history; starting with a 13-0 
win over Kentucky on November 25, 
1937, his teams won 36 straight reg- 
ular season games before being upset 
by Wake Forest in 1946. His teams 
won three straight at the end of the 
1937 season; they were undefeated 
and untied in 1938, 1939 and 1940; 
іп 1946 Neyland-coached teams won 
4 more consecutive games before the 
Wake Forest loss. While setting this 
record of 36 consecutive regular sea- 
son wins, Neyland's teams scored 955 
Points {о their opponents 55. 

During World War Il, Neyland 
served five years in the ‘Army. He 
left Tennessee in May, 1941, and was 
made District Engineer at” Norfolk, 
Va., where he was in charge of im- 
portant large-scale construction work 
Also he was engineer in charge of 
harbor improvements at vast Hampton 
Roads, Va., Port of Embarkation.

General Neyland wears the Distin-

Іп 1942, Neyland was ordered by 
the War Department to assemble and 
coach an Army All-Star team to play 
a schedule with professional teams. 
This team, after less than а month's 
training, played and defeated within a 
4-day period two of the three most 
powerful football teams in the nation. 
Neyland's All-Stars defeated the New 
York Giants 16-0, the Brooklyn Dod- 
gers 14-7, and on the eighth day lost 
to the world's champion Chicago Bears 
14-7. 

Neyland married Miss Ada Fitch of 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, July 16, 
1923.
